$40 is too much money for a turkey, crane, or swan tag - | like hunting
these species, but just don't see how the value for one of these permits can
be considered nearly on par with a buck deer permit and greater than that
of a doe deer permit. It wasn't long ago that the swan permit was free - and
at that time, the Division was flying a weekly aerial survey. Now, the
Division doesn't even do that, and they want to increase the cost of the
permit by 166%? | don't support that.

My opinion is that, if you want to "right-size" fees for swan and crane
permits, then the fees should be reasonably related to the expenditures
required for the Division to manage them (as opposed to arbitrarily
comparing them to a turkey permit, which has been overpriced for years). If
the division's financials demonstrate that a swan permit needs to cost $40
in order for the Division to manage the species, | would support it 100%.
That being said, my impression is that swans cost the DWR relatively little
to manage (hence, the $0 permit fee for many years), and this is an attempt
to collect fees from swan permits and use them to cover costs that really
probably ought to be covered from license revenues or some other source.

The $200 charge for a multi-season elk tag also doesn't make any sense.
$56 * 3 = $168. Where did $200 come from?

Otherwise, the proposed fee changes seem reasonable given the time
since the last increase and the current inflationary climate. Thanks for your
work and your efforts to keep hunting and fishing reasonably priced and
reasonably accessible to our citizens.
